WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 — The 
Senate bowed to the oligarchy of 
House Republican leaders today 
and accepted a housing bill 
stripped of the provisions for slum 
clearance and public housing 
which would have aided St. Louis 

in its slum clearance plans.

HOUSE ANTI-INFLATION BILL 
CHANGED BY SENATE GROUP 


Reserve Requirements of Member Banks of 
Federal System Increased Boost in 
Gold Base Eliminated. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP) — 
The Senate Banking Committee 
approved today two principal 
changes in the Republican anti- 
inflation bill passed by the House 
yesterday. 

The Senate agreed to vote on 
the bill tomorrow at 3 p.m. (St. 
Louig time). 


The committee struck out a 
House provision calling for a 
boost in Federal Reserve Bank 
gold reserves, which Secretary of 
the Treasury Snyder and Federal 
Reserve officials said would do 
nothing to stop inflation. 

It also voted to increase the re- 
serve requirements of banks that 
are members of the Federal Re- 
serve system. 

The House had approved re- 
serve increases of 1 and 3 per cent 
respectively on time and demand 
deposits. The Senate committee 
increased the figures to 2 and 5 
per cent. President Truman had 


asked for 10 and 4 per cent. 


The committee also approved 
the reimposition of restrictions on 
installment buying which the 
House had voted. It changed the 
effective date, however, from next 
March 15 to June 30. 

A proposal by Senator Capehart 
(Rep.), Indiana, to freeze all 
prices as of last midnight was lost 
on a 5-to-5 committee vote. 

Chairman Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, told reporters he does 
not know whether the committee 
bill has the approval of Senate 
Republican policy leaders. 

Tobey offered a motion in the 
committee to give Truman the 
stand-by price and wage controls 
and allocation powers that he 
asked. The proposal was voted 
down, 6 to 4. 

Tobey said the entire House bill 
“falls pitifully short of being an 
effective program to control infla- 
tion.”

At is clear to me,” Taft said 
as the close of debate drew near, 
“that if this controversial issue of 
public housing is introduced we 
will be here for several months,

Instead it was the McCarthy bill 
which the Senate attached to the 
Wolcott bill. 

McCarthy, Wolcott Bills. 

The McCarthy and ‘Wolcott bills 
are not too far apart. Both pro- 
vide a variety of forms of gov- 
ernment insurance for mortgage 
loans and equity capital invest- 
ment in real estate. In substance, 
they subsidize the private builders 
for profit. 

House leaders expect the House 
to accept the McCarthy proposals 
and send the housing bill to Presi- 
dent Truman. 

The House adjourned in midaft- 
ernoon without considering the 
Housing bill. 

Majority leader Halleck said it 
would be taken up tomorrow. Hal- 
leck said Republican leaders hope 
to complete action and send the 
housing measure and the G.O.P. 
anti-inflation bill, now in the Sen- 
ate, to the White House by tomor- 
row night. This would clear the 
way for adjournment of Congress 
tomorrow. 

Speaker Martin of Massachu- 
setts said later the House would 
accept the Senate Housing bill to-

Russians Forced 
Nude Health Inspec- 
tions, Survivor Says. 


HAMBURG, Germany, Aug. 6 
(UP) — German women prisoners 
of war in Russia “had to strip 
nude and walk down a line of 


prisoners who has just returned 
from Russia. 
She told a story of back-break- 
ing labor day after day in brick 
factories and coal mines, and said 
the death rate during the first 
month of her imprisonment was 
from 30 to 50 per cent. 
Women prisoners, she _ said, 
ranged in age from 14 to 60 and 
they received only enough food to 
keep going. 
She said the worst part of the 
whole order was the monthly. 
health iuspection. 
“We had to strip nude and walk 
down a line of gawking Russian 
officers and men,” she said. “That 
way 100 women could be checked 
in an hour. Only those with high 
fevers or swollen legs were hos- 
pitalized.” 

Got Little Food. 
One elder'y woman, a prewar 
housewife, said the women pris- 
oners received three plates of 
watery soup, a little fat meat, and 
a ut a pound and a half of dark 
bread each day. The bread ra- 
tion was cut if coal production 
fell off at the mine in which she 
was working. Sometimes, she 
added, the bread ration was cut 
in half. 
The same woman said that, on 
“stretch out” days, women labor- 
ers worked 12 hours, moving one 
ton of coal ai. hour. 
“We received an average of 800 
rubles (nominally $160); but some- 
times the money failed to arrive 
for six to eight weeks,” she said. 
“We went hungry until we got it, 
because we had to pay for our 
gwn food. 
Ot course we were paid only 
when we filled the production 
quota. If we didn’t make it, our 
salaries and food rations were 


cut.” 
150 Hospitalized. 

Authorities at the Hamburg 
camp said 150 of the 1400 return- 
ing prisoners had to be hospital- 
ized because of heart trouble or 
malnutrition. Three hundred 
women and 1100 men were pro- 
cessed at the camp and sent to 
their homes in Germany. 

One woman said the Russians 
would not allow anyone to work

“Soviet “officers told us. that 
when we reached Frankfurt-on-

REGULATIONS 10 
CURB GIVE-AWAY 
RADIO PROGRAMS 


of Value, or Requiring 
Listener to Possess Pro- 
duct of Sponsor—Effec- 
tive Date Not Decided. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP) 
— The Federal Communications 
Commission prepared today to 
crack down on the 3 ra- 
dio programs. The station-licens- 
ing agency said “an almost ia- 
finite number” of these border on 
„illegal lotteries or gift enter- 
prises.” 

The commission announced yes- 
terday a set of proposed new reg- 
ulations aimed at curbing, if not 
eliminating, many of the pro- 
grams currently offering fabu- 
lous’ cash, travel and merchan- 
dise gifts to lucky listeners. 

The rules will apply to cash 
awards and any other thing of 
value. That takes the familiar 
mink coat, trip around the world, 
deep-freeze locker full of food, 
and family helicopter. 

The FCC has not determined 
when the new regulations will 
go into effect. However, the com- 
mission will accept statements 
from interested parties up to 
Sept. 10 

Provision of Law. 

The announcement called atten- 
tion to a section of the communi- 
cations act which says that no 
radio station shall knowingly per- 
mit the broadcasting of any ad- 
vertisement or information con- 
cerning any lottery, gift enter- 
prise, or similar scheme, offering 
prizes dependent in whole or in 
part upon lot or chance, or any 
list of the prizes drawn or award- 
ed by means of any such lot- 
tery, gift, enterprise or scheme.” 

Each program may require in- 
dividual study to determine 
whether it is within the law, the 
commission said. It added, how- 


corisidered illegal if it involves 
t award of money or other 
valuable prizes to any person 
whose selection depends upon 
chance or lot. ; 

Also barred, the commission 
said, would be programs where as 


the winner must 

or other thing of value, 
or have in his possession any 
specified product of the sponsor, 
or be required to be listening to 
the program (or viewing it, if on 
television), or required to give an 
answer previously announced by 
the station. 


Reaction In Industry. 

The reaction in the radio in- 
dustry was that while the FCC's 
announcement is unlikely to have 
any immediately drastic effect on 
current programs, the trend to 


estimates are that more 
than $100,000 a week currently is 
being given away in cash and 
merchandise awards on the four 
major networks alone. 

Some months ago the National 
Association of Broadcasters, which 
represents most of the industry, 
adopted a code with a provision 
frowning on the prize programs. 
That provision says: 

“Any broadcasting designed co 
‘buy’ the radio audience, by re- 
quiring it to listen in hope of 
reward, rather than for the qual- 
ity of entertainment should be 
avoided.” ö 

However, the networks and 
sponsors have long contended that 
their give-away programs provide 
good entertainment in themselves 
and that the awards are made on 
the basis of skill and knowledge, 
rather than upon lot.

CANDIDATES LOSE 
IN TENNESSEE'S 
PRIMARY VOTE 


Democratic Boss Suffers 
First Major Reverse in 
20 Years in Defeat of 
His Men for Senator 
and Governor. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. Aug. 6 
(AP) — Democratic Boss E. H. 
Crump of Memphis, who so op- 
posed the nomination of President 
Truman that he refused even to 
attend the Democratic national 
convention, suffered a double de- 
feat in Tennessee’s Democratic 
primary yesterday. 

The candidates he backed for 


Govérnor were beaten. It was the 

72-year-old boss’s first major bal- 

lot box defeat in 20 years. 
Senator Tom Stewart conceded 


the nomination for Senator to Rep- 


resentative Estes Kefauver, vet- 
eran of 10 years in the lower 
House. Judge John A, Mitchell, 
whom Crump supported, ran third. 

The count from 2024 precincts of 
about 2300 in the state was: Ke- 


fauver, 152,489; Stewart, 117,787; 


Mitchell, 78,596. 
Returns on Governor. 

Gordon Browning likewise was 
far ahead of Gov. Jim McCord, 
seeking re-election to a third term, 
with Crump’s support. 

In the governorship race the re- 
turns from 2024 precincts gave 
Browning 214,465, McCord 160,142. 

The Shelby county (Memphis) 
vote, where Mitchell and McCord 
held their only strong leads, was 
nearly complete. The missing 
precincts were not enough to pro- 
vide victory for either of them. 

The loss for Crump was the 
first for him in a state-wide elec- 
tion since 1928, when he backed 
the candidacy of Hill McAlister for 
Governor in the Democratic pri- 
mary only to lose in a close count 
to Henry Horton. ‘ 

Reece Named by G.O.P. 

In the Republican primary, Car- 
roll Reece, until recently chairman 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, easily won the nomination 
for Senator. Hillbilly radio enter- 
tainer Roy Acuff was the nominee 
for Governor in the* Republican 
primary. 

The voting in the Republican 
primary was slight. In over- 
whelmingly Democratic Tennessee, 
Democratic nominees usually win. 
Republicans seldom have a look- 
n.

Those attending included Sena- 
tor Barkley of Kentucky, the vice- 
presidential nominee; Senator Mc- 
Grath of Rhode Island, chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, and five former national 
chairmen—George White of Ohio, 
Robert E. Hannegan of St. Louis, 
Frank Walker, ‘Homer 8. Cum- 
mings and Edward J. Flynn. - 

Ross said all other living for- 
mer chairmen, and James M. Cox 
of Ohio, 1920 presndential candi- 
date, were invited but could not 
attend. James A. Farley is in 
Europe.

TAX AIR-GROUND 
‘TASK FORCES’ RAID 
297 ILLEGAL STILLS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (UP)— 
The Internal Revenue Bureau an- 
nounced today that radio-co-ordi- 
nated air and ground task forces” 
spotted and raided 297 illegal stills 
in 10 states in the spring months. 
The seizures resulted in the ar- 
rest of 81 persons. 

Destroyed along with the stills 
were 141,162 gallons of whisky- 
making “mash” and 1378 gallons 
of distilled finished products. Of- 
ficials of the bureau’s alcohol tax 
unit said tax frauds totaling about 
$140,000 were prevented by the ar- 
rests. 

The air-ground operations un- 
covered stills in Virginia, North 
and South Carolina, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Florida, Mississippi, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and West Vir- 
ginia. 

Officials said a Coast Guard 
plane, which logged 15 days fly- 
ing time over a three-month pe- 
riod, was used to spot the stills. 
A tax unit observer in the plane 
reported their location, to agents 
on the ground. 

In rough terrain, where ground 
investigators had to travel on foot, 
they used “walkie talkie” radios 
to keep in constant contact with 
their air spotter. If the moon- 
shiners tried to escape, the plane 


‘munications act has never been 
interpreted by a court. 

The commission has taken 
warning action in many instances.

LIGHT GLASS LUNG 
USED IN TREATMENT 
OF POLIO PATIENTS

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Aug. 6 
(AP)—A new type of “iron lung” 
that fits like a fishbowl over a 
polio victim’s chest and allows 
him unprecedented freedom of 
movement was introduced here 
today. 

The new respirator, 400 times 
lighter than the old-style lung, 
was demonstrated by Dr. Dorman 
E. Lichty, a pediatrician who 
aided in its development. 

The respirator, made mostly of 
plexiglass lined on the edges with 
foam rubber, fits like a shallow 
glass bowl over a patient’s chest 
and stomach. Its weight is three 
to five pounds. :

PEORIA, III., Aug. 6—An effort 
to collect a $25,000 bribe from 
Bernie Shelton a month before he 
was assassinated here July 26 
came to light today, when the 
Post-Dispatch learned of the exist- 
ence of secret phonograph record- 
ings of a conversation between 
Shelton and a man representing 
himself as the intermediary of a 
Peoria county official. 
The intermediary was identified

Planning Council Here 
Sifts Begging Letters, 


Finds Hundreds Are 


, From Racketeers. 


Hundreds of letters from black 


marketeers posing as needy Ger-| 


mans have been included in a tor- 
rent of requests from Germany for 
food and clothing received at the 
main office here of the Emergency 


Planning Council of the Lutheran} 


Church, Missouri Synod, Martin H. 
Schaefer, office manager, reported 
today. 

The racketeers take advantage 
of the real need of most Germans 
by sending innumerable begging 
letters to persons in the United 
States, asking for packages of 
food and clothing. Then they sell 
what they don’t use themselves to 
other Germans at fancy, black- 
market prices. 

Since the fall of 1945, about 
150,000 pieces of foreign mail have 
been received at the council of- 
fice at 3558 South Jefferson ave- 
nue. About half of those letters 
were requests for help, the other 
half were thanks for packages re- 
ceived, Schaefer said. 

1000 Letters Per Week. 

Last February the office was re- 
ceiving as many as 6000 letters a 
week from Europe. The number 
now is about 1000 a week because 
the council, running short of 
funds, has been forced to suspend 
its former practice of sending food 
packages to individual Germans. 

Thousands of additional letters 
were being received by the indi- 
vidual members of the church 
scattered throughout the United 
States. The individuals asked the 
church office for assistance in de- 
ciding whether the requests were 
genuine. 

Two methods were used by the 
office to pick out the racketeers. 
In some cases, it was found, form 
letters, each copied by hand, were 
being sent out in large numbers. 
Those, the council decided, were 
not legitimate requests, and were 
thrown away. 

In addition, the council attemp 
ed for several months to screén 
all requests through repfesenta- 
tives in Germany who were asked 
to investigate doubtful cases. A 
card index file was established to 
list the number of packages re- 
ceived by a German family, and 
individuals in the United States 
were asked to notify the central 
office when they sent a parcel. 

100 a Month for One Man. 

With that card file, Schaefer 
reported, it was discovered that 
one Leo Blech, who lives in the 
hamlet of Wettelsheim in Bavaria, 
had received about 100 packages 
of food in one month. The mayor

Because of the sharp reduction 
in the voluntary contributions 
which have supported the coun- 
cil’s work, the staff of the office 
has been trimmed from a peak of 
about 60 to about 10 workers. 

Some Americans are prociteering 
on shipments of food and other 
gifts to Europe, Earl Reinsel of 


Hamburg, Pa., former chief of 
property control for AMG in Ger- 
many, charged. He said stores 
and private individuals in some 
cases make a profit as large as 50

Truman on Plan. 

Truman thinks his anti-inflation 
program is better than the pro- 
posal offered by Senator Capehart 
(Rep.) Indiana, simply to ban any 
further increases in the prices of 
all commodities, 

In a letter to Capehart, made 
public by the Senator today, tne 
President said he is “glad to know 
that you indorse the principle of 
price control in this inflationary 
economic situation.” 

Capehart wrote to the president 
July 27 to call attention to a bill 
he had introduced on Dec. 15 pro- 
viding that prices be allowed to 
go no higher than they were at 
midnight Dec. 13. 

Noting that four members of 
the President’s cabinet had testi-

FARM REMADE IN 
ONE-DAY DISPLAY 


POCAHONTAS, Mo., Aug. 6

Not in Soviet Orbit. 


It would be dangerously inac- 
curate to say that Israel has 
swung into the Soviet orbit. As 
long as the present Labor Govern- 
ment remains in power, it will 
surely try to steer a neutral course 
between Russia and the United 
States. It fervently hopes that it 
will never be forced to make a 
choice. 

Again, because they are realists, 
the Jews would be extremely re- 
luctant to estrange the United 
States. Their hope for the future 
rests on the immigration of mil- 
lions of Jews to the national 
homeland and that will require 
resources beyond the state’s capa- 
bilities. It will require many mil- 
lions of dollars and at least 80 
per cent of Israel’s foreign dona- 
tions are from the United States. 

In Tel Aviv’s cafes and homes, 
the United States is frequently 
criticized for its vacillatiofis on 
partition or for its failure to lift 
the embargo, but the average citi- 
zen expresses a keen wish for 
United States friendship and re- 
ally feels closer to it spiritually 
than to Russia, where Zionism 
has been outlawed for 30 years. 

Sentiment, however, cannot wash 
away attachment to Russia which 
has teeh forged through the de 
facto military and political alli- 
ance.

Backed By Mapam.

‘The situation you describe in Colum- 
bia, Mo., in which student veterans were 
denied their right to vote, is not confined 
to that town, or even to Missouri. It 
also exist} in New York. 

This in spite of the fact that a num- 
ber of veterans in a temporary housing 
development brought successful court 
action to get the right to vote, and the 
further fact that all that the New York 
State law requires is that a person live 
in the state for one year to be entitled 
to register. 

When I tried to vote in the last elec- 
tion, I was told by the clerk at the poll- 
ing place that, though I had resided in 
New York for 18 months, and so met 
the residence requirement, I would not 
be allowed to vote, since I was a student, 
and therefore automatically transient. 

The clerk admitted that had I been 
engaged in anything else, I could have 
registered. When I complained, she told 
mé*that I could ask for a ruling from 
the board of election commissioners. By 
the time I could have done this, the 
election would have been over. 

When we first left the service, we were 
met with grandiose accounts of what 
would bé done for us. Most of us said 
that all we wanted was a chance to make 
up for lost time in becoming ordinary 
citizens. We are still waiting. When 
are We going to get a chancé to get the 
housing, savings and security we were 
too busy to acquire during the war?

At a quarter past 8 this morning, it was three 
years, since the first atomic bomb ever used in 
warfare was exploded over Hiroshima, The 
_ fourth year of the Atomic Era began. 

Three years in which too little has been actom- 
plished toward control of atomic weapons by 
the exercise of réason—and in which a deterio- 
rating peace, has made control of the A-bomb 
more urgent with every passing day. 

Fourteen nations, delegated from among the 58 


nations of the U.N. General Assembly, have 


agreed to a plan for world control of atomic 

energy. Three nations have rejected the plan— 

Russia and its satellites the Ukraine and Poland. 
Why? 


Two matters are pertinent to the answer: The 


character of the offers made to Russia, and the 


character of Russia’s response. 
— — — : 

In offering a control proposal to the world, the 
United States lost no time. Five months after 
Hiroshima the then Secretary of State, James F. 
Byrnes, created a State Department committee 
on atomic energy. In five months the Acheson- 
Lilienthal plan had been arrived at and Bernard 
M. Baruch had considered and added to it. In 
another five months the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission of the United Nations set to work with 
these proposals before it. 

These proposals were for a world control or- 
ganization which would inspect all sources of 
atomic materials and all plants for atomic pro- 
duction, with powers of license and management, 
and with the means of -punishing illegal 
production. 

“A just and generous proposal,” 
Baruch. ‘Thoroughly vicious,” said Andrei A. 
Gromyko, Soviet delegate. The Soviet Union 
would never accept it “either as a whole or in its 
separate parts.” 

What, then, would the Soviet Union accept? 
When Mr. Gromyko made its counter-proposal, 
it was merely a series of empty promises, The 
only concrete thing in it was a provision that the 
United States must destroy its stock of atomic 
bombs. No controls were provided. The counter- 
proposal was rejected. 

— ” * 

Over a period of 22 months, in 200 meetings, 
the U.N. Atomic Energy Commission pursued a 
tortured course, trying to translate the high- 
sounding language of the Russians’ objec- 
tions and proposals, searching the haystack of 
Mr. Gromyko’s endless talk for the needle of 
sense that never was found to be there. 

Perhaps on one point there might have been 
honest disagreement and reasoned solution. The 
United States wanted to be sure Russia was not 
making and stockpiling atomic bombs before it 
destroyed its own supply. Russia wanted the 
United States’ supply destroyed before any out- 


‘sider discovered whether Russia was making 


atomic bombs. A simultaneous timing scheme 
might have at least been attempted, and not to 
attempt to work out such a.. . scheme,” in the 
opinion of Edward A. Shils of the University of 
Chicago, was à serious omission ... even if it 
turned out to be unacceptable to the Soviet 
Union.” 

That control would be unacceptable to Russia 
—that, in fact, Russia wanted no real atomic con- 
trol regardless of details—seemed likely to 
everyone.

Viewed in any ret but one, the Soviet Union's 
antics during the past two years amount to Han- 
gerous nonsense, It is only in the view of Rus- 
sia as a police state that they become coherent 
and. purposeful.’ Former Secretary of War Stim- 
son writes in his memoirs that ‘no agreement 
with Russia could be “regarded with any great 
confidence unless it contained such far-reaching 
rights of inspection as to counter-balance (and 
perhaps, in Russian eyes, to undermine) the. . . 
fearsome secrecy of a police state.” Harold C. 
Urey, ‘the distinguished atomic scientist and 
Nobel prize winner, has come to the same con- 
clusion—that there are “plausible reasons” re- 
lating to the secrecy of a police state “why the 
Soviet Union can never admit international in- 
spectors of the kind we believe are necessary.”

Stimson and Dr. Urey are baseless, the barrier 
to agreement with Russia on world control of 
atomic energy is nothing less than the nature of 
the Russian state itself, and no agreement with 
the present masters of that state is possible. 
* — * 

Another distinguished scientist, President 
Conant of Harvard, if not more hopeful is at 
least not so hopeless. He believes that Ameri- 
cams must try to understand Russian mental 
processes as one tries to understand the mental 
processes of a tough-minded and aggressive com- 
petitor with whom one has to do business in 
one way or another.” 

This noted chemist, who was chairman of the 
National Defense Research Commission through- 
out World War II, finds no followers of Thomas 
Jefferson among the Soviet thinkers. Neither 
does he “hold with the opposite view that they 
are unprincipled gangsters bent on ruling the 
world by military force.“ The Russian proble 
in his view, cannot be resolved so simply as that. 

So he foresees “a long, long world compe- 
tition between the Soviet ideology and our own.” 
He hopes that the tensions of this “armed truce” 
can be greatly mitigated by the efforts of states- 
manship of the level represented in the interna- 
tional proposals of Winston Churchill, but he is 
not counting on that too strongly. 

Thus, Harvard's president comes back to the 
basic need of an American determination to 
know and understand Russian “premises and 
aims” as distinguished from our own. The alter- 
native is to start “a military crusade against 
Russia” and that would be criminal folly.” 

* * * 

This does not mean liking the Russian police 
state and all that it has to hide. It does not 
mean apologizing for its repressions in any way. 
But it does mean recognizing in the end that 
control of atomic weapons is no separate prob- 
lem but is an integral part of the all-embracing 
problem: how statesmanship can enable the 
United States, with its principles and traditions 
of freedom, to live with Soviet Russia as consti- 
tuted today. *

Revolt in Tennessee 

By fine example in their primary, the Demo- 
crats of Tennessee gave an eloquent rebuke to 
their fellow-Southerners who have been misled 
into the reactionary Dixiecrat revolt. For Sena- 
tor the Tennesseeans nominated Representative 
Estes Kefauver, who has been a leader in the 
movement to repeal the poll tax and who favors 
the development of the two-party system in the 
South. In his campaign he stressed the need 
for a constitutional amendment to change the 
electoral college so that it will reflect the popu- 
lar vote in each state and thus destroy the 
Democratic monopoly in the South. 

They nominated for Governor, Gordon Brown- 
ing, whose record for racial tolerance is in 
bright contrast with that of his opponent, Gov- 
ernor Jim McCord. McCord shocked the decent 
people of Tennessee by his defense of the 
brutality of the State Police in their grim ven- 
geance against the Negro community of Colum- 
bia in the so-called race riot of 1946. 

Kefauver and Browning won not only over 
bigotry and intolerance. but also over the des- 
perate efforts of the Crump machine in Memphis 
to bring about their defeat. Actually, it was one 
and the same 3 for in regent years the 
Crump machine has become synonymous with 
bigotry and intolerance. 

For nearly 40 years Ed Crump has been the 
most. potent politician in Tennessee. His defeat 
yesterday was the first that he has received in 
a statewide election since 1928. By using almost 
all the known methods of civic intimidation and 
by brazenly corrupting the election machinery, 


the Crump faction was able to roll up in 


populous Shelby county such majorities that out- 
state politicians felt that they had to make 
terms or be reconciled to defeat. 
This victery over him is so sweeping that the 
machine may well have been permanently 
wrecked, Crump is now in his middle 70s. His 
hand has lost much of its cunning, and he has 
been too jealous to groom an heir-apparent with 
abilities to match the master in his prime.

This service has buiit 
up à bright record for saving time, money 
and lives. Newspapers use it to dispatch 
photographers, dry cleaners to hasten pick- 
ups, bakeries to hurry special deliveries. 

At least a dozen private police agencies 
employ it to protect property.

nois an ambulance arrived at a highwuy 


accident, found more injured than it could 
handle, called another ambulance, ard 
warned the hospital to clear the emergen- 
cy room. Several lives probably were saved 
in that one call.

Between Book Ends 
Childhood's Unhappy Hour 


ONE PAGE MISSING by Hans Yaray, translated trom 
the German by Elizabeth Reynolds Hapgood. (Henry 
Holt 4 Co., 248 pqs. $3.00.) 

Hans Yaray is now an American Citizen 
but in the days between the wars he oc- 
cupied a place in the artistic life of Vien- 
na comparable to that of Noel Coward in 
London. He wrote plays, acted the lead- 
ing roles, was a friend and associate of 
painters, poets, singers and in general was 
a fitting representative of a unique cul- 
ture, now, for the moment extinguished. 

His adult life. however, was scarcely a 
preparation for his first novel. “One Page 
Missing” is not sophisticated or urban. It 
deals with the tensions of childhood and 
adolescence but with a simplicity that freés 
the narrative from any suggestion of the 
worldly-wise the clinical or the too-philo- 
sophical approach. The viewpoint is sym- 
pathetic without being sentimental and the 
reconstruction of childhood crises indicates 
either a remarkably accurate recall of the 
author's own early years or unusual pow- 
ers of observation, 

The young hero, Matthias Stelienheim, is 
acarcely heroic in the conventional sense. 
He is a sort of unfocused romantic with 
natural warmth, generosity and refinement 
but one who is easily thrown ‘off his pitch 
by overt hostility. A part of his emotional 
insecurity may be attributed to the fact 
that he is a child of divorce. His mother, 
a. charming but rather frivolous opera sing- 
er and his father, a humorless, self-cen- 
tered army officer, have abdicated their re- 
snonsibilities, upon separation, and left 
Matthias to the puritanical discipline of 
his grandparents. 

“nstinctively the boy reaches out for a 
wider, more comprehending vision of life 
but his efforts to 
achieve this are not 
always wisely co. 
sidered. Certainly 
they are net always 
understood ‘either by 
his relatives or the 
instructors he en- 
counters, first in his 
home school and at 
the quasi - military 
boarding school in 
Saxony. Nevertheless 
he wins through to 
maturity despite 
frustration, petty 
malice and—worst of 
all — the benevolent 
tyranny of his pious grandmother. A part 
of his victory may be attributed to a cer- 
tain inward integrity and a part to the 
fact that he finds the indispensable friend 
—4 youngish professor who see what he 
is all about and stretches out a guiding 
hand. 

As may be readily seen from this brief 
description this is a spiritual adventure. 
The hero’s victory consists in his having 
preserved his courage and his generosity 
against circumstances that might have 
made him either a dependent neurotic or a 
stop-for-nothing go-getter.

If we have learned that we can- 
not collaborate in the manage- 
ment of Europe and that we can- 
not divide Europe and manage the 
separate parts, does it not follow 
we must negotiate on a rad- 
ically different basis?

JUDICIAL ELECTION 
DEPENDS ON DATE 


OF DEATH AT SEA 


Court May Consider Interna- 
tional Time Line in Rul- 
ing on Vacancy. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5 (AP)-—A 


court decision on the filling of a 
vacancy caused by the death of 
a state Supreme Court judge 
hinges on the international date- 
line, a Democratic party repre- 
sentative said today. 

Supreme Court Justice Lloyd 
Church died Monday, Aug. 2, New 
York time, while on a vacation 
cruise in the Hast China Sea. 
Aboard ship it was Tuesday, Aug. 
3, as the vessel had crossed the 
international dateline. 

The state constitution says that 
a Supreme Court vacancy caused 
by death shall be filled “at the 
next general election held not less 
than three months after such va- 
cancy occurs.” 

As Nov. 2 is election day this 

year, the court decision will be 
based on whether Church's death 
legally was Aug. 2 or Aug. 3, the 
spokesman said. 
- Election law experts, both Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans, hold that 
Justice Church was a New York 
state official and that the vacancy 
in his office would be recorded 
by New York time. 

Republicans want the vacancy 
on the First (Manhattan-Bronx) 
Judicial District filled this year. 
Some Democrats, it was reported, 
prefer to delay the vote until the 
1939 city election when they see 
better chances of winning.

CHURCHMEN TAKE 
STAND ON ARTIFICIAL 
INSEMINATION ISSUE 


tice When It Involves 
Husband and Wife. 


LONDON, Aug. 6 (AP) — A 
commission appointed by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury has ap- 
proved the practice of artificial 
insemination when it involves 
husband and wife, but urged that 
the practice be outlawed outside 
the marriage relation. 

The commission of doctors, the- 
ologians and lawyers published its 
findings in a 70-page report. It 
held that between husband and 
wife “assisted insemination” may 
be justified and, if that fails to 
produce offspring, other methods 
“may be justifiable.” 

But the practice of artificial 
insemination of a woman from a 
man other than her husband, the 
commission said, “involves. a 
breach of the marriage. It vio- 
jates the exclusive union set up 
between husband and wife. It de- 
frauds the child begotten and de- 


gical culture in the United States 
as well as the livelihoeds and 
artistic careers of over 600 per- 
sons.” 

It was reported that Theodore 
W. Kheel, director of the city’s la- 
bor relations division, is studying 
the dispute between the unions 
and opera association. 
Metropolitan directors an- 
nounced the action Wednesday, 
saying that there was a $220,000 
deficit last season and that they 
were unable to meet union de- 
mands for wage increases for the 
coming season. 

The directors had reached an 
agreement with the AGMA, and six 
other unions, but had failed to ar- 
rive at a settlement with five oth- 
ers, including the AFL American 
Federation of Musicians. 

Another move to alter the can- 
cellation decision came yesterday 
from Newbold Morris, chairman of 
the board of the City Center of 
Music and Drama. Morris offered 
to act as a conciliator in the dis- 


ute. 

Officials of the Metropolitan 
Opera Guild, composed of opera 
subscribers, said telegrams have 
streamed in from throughout the 
nation expressing dismay at the 
Met’s closing. One guild spokes- 
man told the organization will not 
“take the closing lying down.” 
Despite these steps, Metropolitan 
officers indicated the decision not 
to open was final. George A. 
Sloan, president of the opera 
board, said it was too late to re- 
consider the action because the 
Metropolitan’s stars had been noti- 
fied that “their services are not 
required.”

HOUSEWIVES FREED

ON SERVANTS’ PAY 


Housewives employing domestic 
workers will not be required to 
file city earnings tax returns or 
make deductions from their pay, 
although the ordjnance calls for 


“every employe” of one or more 
persons to follow this procedure. 
Collector Richard E. Gruner said 
the same method will be used as 
under the old earnings tax law, 
when domestics themselves were 
held responsible for filing their 
own returns annually. The new 
ordinance, calling for a one-half 
of 1 per cent levy on gross in- 
come, goes into effect Sept. 1. 

“I see no reason why every 
woman who hires a laundress once 
a week, or even has regular help, 
should have to be bothered with 
tax returns,” said Gruner.

Ewing said, however, that his 
budget experts have assured him 
there is “nothing improper or il- 
legal” about it. He said having 
a private chef saved time and 
money because he and his aids 
could talk business while they ate 
instead of taking time to go out 
for lunch.

If so much has been done with | 
Asia as the secondary theater of 
Boviet attention, what could not 
be hoped for if the major weight 
of Russian effort were shifted 
from west to east? 

So, at any rate, runs the argu- 
ment. 

Naturally, in turning away from 
Europe, every effort will be made 
to “save face” and to salvage as 
much as possible from the wreck- 
age of earlier hopes. An attempt 
will be made in particular not to 
give any definite concessions in 
Europe to the Western powers. 

But if the Soviets now abandon | 
in fact if not in so many words 
their former unshakable opposi- | 
tion to the three-power western 
German arrangement, if they give 
up their demand for participation 
in control of the Ruhr with no 
more than a few abusive words, 
and if at the same time we see 
signs of increased Russian activity 
in Asia, then there will be reason 
to think that this particular theory 
of Soviet intentions may have some 
substance.

Next came Irving (Moon) Mond- 
echein of New York University, 
the third American, with 6,715. 

Slow Iron Man Test. 

The finish of the iron man test 
of the 1948 games was spread over 
@ space of several hours because 
of the slowness with which the 
pole vault was conducted. 

The field for this was divided 
into two sections and when the 
first section finished it went on 
to complete the javelin and the 
1,500-meter run while the second 
section was still vaulting. 

Before he started the pole vault, 

Mathias had a 48-point lead on 
Heinrich. To win he had to ap- 
proximate Heinriches perform- 
ances in the last three events. 
These, with their points, were: 
Pole vault, 10 feet, 6 inches, 575 
points; javelin, 134 feet, 5 inches, 
480 points; 1.500 meter run, 4:43.8, 
517 points. 
As the evening wore on, condi- 
tion grew worse, putting Mathias 
at a disadvantage. There was à 
chill in the air, the track grew 
soggier and the steady rain 
showed no sign of stopping. 

Under comparable, or even 
Mat conditions at Bloomfield, 
N. in the final U. 8. tryouts, 
Mathias made 11 feet, 6 inches in 
the pole vault, 157 feet, 3% inches 
in the javelin and 4:55.2 in the 
1500-meter run. 

A duplication of those pertorm- 
ances would assure the Californ- 
fan of the coveted Olympic cham- 
pionship, which marks a man as 
the best all-round athlete in the 
world. 

Swede Wins at 1500 Meters. 

Henri Eriksson of Sweden won 
the blue ribbon 1500-meter run.

AST week our first load of big steers went 
L to market.

way. 

First of all, it 
should be explained 
that these steers 
came to the farm 
last autumn as 500- j i a 
pound calves and * Cite 88 2 
were immediately * i nn 8 os 8.

vest the fall grass; 
gleaning the hay 

fields and the permanent meadows of orchard 
and bluegrass. Along about Christmas time, we 
started to feed them hay—clover and lespedeza 
and baled oats—right out in the fields where 
they stayed through the winter. Although not 
all livestock men will go along on this, we be- 
lieve that beef cows and young stock will 
actually stay thriftier, as the cattlemen say, if 
they are not penned up in drafty feeding sheds 
or barns. As the weather got colder, we added 
a small amount of grain and cottonseed meal to 
the ration; just enough to keep them growing 
and in good flesh. 
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OUR GRASS PASTURES were late this 
spring, but along in March we turned the young 
steers out on the fields of rye and wheat which 
had been planted primarily as nurse crops for 
young grass. Here they stayed until late April

Our idea is—and we hope to advance it every 

year—that since the greatest number of pounds 

of beef in the shortest possible time is the main 

objective of the farm, and since the best land 

will give this result, we can well afford to pas- 

ture at least some of it. At any rate, it was a 

soul-satisfying sight to see the steers wading 

through the fields with only the tops of their 

backs showing, feeding for perhaps an hour, then 

lying contentedly in the shade to chew their 

cuds. It was equally satisfying to watch them 

getting fatter as the days went by. 
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THE SHIPMENT of this first lot was in the 
nature of an experiment. Another six weeks of 
grazing would have seen them both bigger and 
fatter but, on the average, it will also see a 
lower market as more and more grass-fed cattle 
move in to the big packing centers. If it proves 
practical in the future to move the steers out 
to the earlier market, we'll have that much more 
fall pasture to put extra growth onto our young 
stock for next year’s marketing, And as we 
hope to raise more and more of our own Calves, 
we'll be able to send them into winter in better 
shape than those which are purchased off of 
thin autumn range. By such means and with a 
minimum of grain feeding, it is our hope to pro- 
duce grass-fed steers of such good quality that 
they will command a fair price from the packer, 
rather than having to sell them to corn-belt 
farmers for another three to four months in the 
feed-lot.

ranges between an entertaining vaudeville and 
a 8 fantasy, lighted by Saroyan's love for the little 
people of the world, which, when he isn’t being bitter about the 
Army, he seems to share with John Steinbeck and Walt Whit- 
man. 

Because it really consists of a jumble of character W 
tied together by only a tenuous thread of plot, the plays suc- 
cess depends a great deal en the casting of the menagerie of 
humans who drift in and out of Nick's waterfront saloon in 
San Francisco. The cast assembled here is remarkably good. 
Most surprising is Jimmy Cagney, as Joe, the gentle and alco- 
holic philosopher who assumes a mystic tinge as he sits all day 
at a table drinking champagne and manipulating the lives of 
those about him. Jimmy has seldom been called upon before 
to be gentle in his tough screen career, and he’s hardly the type 
for melancholy sweetness and dreamy charm. But, though I 
don't think he is quite as well suited to it as was Eddie Dowling 
$a the stage version, he makes the part a vivid and penetrating 
one. It only gets out of key at the end, when he resorts to his 
‘usual slam-bang fist work to quell the stool-pigeon, something 
m quite sure wasn’t done in the stage version, if my memory 
isn’t playing tricks. 

For the others, William Bendix is notable as Nick, the 
kindly, rugged proprietor, a role that seems to have been 
expanded somewhat. James Barton is nothing short of wonder-

You have only gone about one 
quarter of the way through the 
stock and your opponent discards 
the ace of diamonds. The question 
“Should -you pick the ace or 
should | you just draw from. the 
stock?” 


You are informed that no two, 
three or seven has appeared. 

It would help me à lot in 
answering this question if I knew 
all the discards: and their order. 
but my readers ‘did not give me 
this information. In its absence, 
my answer is: I take the ace and 
throw away the seven of hearts. 
This play increases the number of 
gin cards that I can draw from 
two to four and gives me a much 
better chance of going gin 
eventually. 

So’ that I won't get a lot of 
letters saying: “Why don't you 
pick up the ace and knock for 
four?” I want to point out that my 
questioner restricted me to playing 
for gin. If I were playing the hand 
myself and had a chance to knock 
for four at that early stake I 
would almost surely co 30. 


It would occur to me that my 
opponent’s ace discard did not 
necessarily mean that he was down 
to nine matched cards. In fact 1 
would be pretty sure that he still 
held some combination such as 8-7 
of spades and 7 of clubs, and may- 
be that he held two such high card 
combinations, and that an immedi- 
ate knock would win more than 
an eventual] gin.

NE of our great metropolitan

The first sentence of the edi- 
torial is one we should all re- 
member. It reads: 

“Tf there is one thing above all 
ethers in our American way of 
life in which most thoughtful citi- 
zens take pride and in which the 
firmly believe, it is in the —— 
ples of civil rights enunciated in 
the first 10 amendments to our 
Constitution.” 

Then the editorial proceeds to 
suggest that it has been possible, 
ever since Elizabeth T. Bentley 
confessed herself as a Communist 
spy, for our most competent in- 
vestigating authorities to work on 


the leads given by her testimony. 


Had her assertions ‘proved truth- 
ful, the people involved would 
have been informed of the ac- 
cusations, and they would have 
been indicted in proper manner. 
They would not have had to learn 
of the accusations through the 
press. There are still men who 
have been smeared in this way 
who have never yet been formally 
cleared. 

The last paragraph of the edi- 
torial seems to go well with the 
first and to bear some careful 
thinking by our citizens, It reads: 

“We have a precious heritage 
in this country of protection of 
the innocent against false accu- 
sation, of a fair trial even for the 
guilty. What price a few head- 
lines if those rights are compro- 
mised or violated? A dubious se- 
curity purchased by those means 
would be bought far too high.” 

All our newspapers and all of 
our citizens will not agree with 
this editorial. But I think the 
people of this country who treas- 
ure the safeguards in our Bill of 
Rights will ponder it carefully. Un- 
doubtedly, there are Communists 
among the people mentioned in 
the Washington investigations, but 
there are also men among them 
who have never been Communists 
and whose names should not be 
smeared in this thoughtless man- 
ner,

Planned Economy

AYBE you want to see this nation run as a “planned 
M economy.” Maybe you don’t. But you'd better run yodr 

own home as a planned economy, if you want to keep out 
of trouble. 

It’s a good guess, however, that you aren’t doing so. That’s 
one of the deficiencies of American family life, A committee 
called attention to it forcibly, at the recent National Conference 
on Family Life in Washington, D. C. “The average family,” it 
declared, has no idea how to budget its time, energy, or money 
so as to make the most of its resources and minimize its 
handicaps.” It painted a picture of what it declared to be a 
typical family, “living aimlessly from day to day.”

YOU’LL HAVE to decide for yourself whether your family 
is “typical,” in that respect. Remember that it is not merely a 
question of budgeting money. It’s equally important to budget 
time and energy. If you feel that your family could be improved, 
as a planning agency, try planning along these lines as a start: 

Plan to get the best value for all your investments in food, 
clothing, housing, and home equipment. If you join one of the 
consumers’ organizations which send out a monthly bulletin on 
how to buy wisely, you’ll probably save the cost of membership 
several times over, each year, The fact than an article is adver- 
tised expensively doesn't always mean that it Is the best of 
its kind. 
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PLAN FOR educational development of the whole family. 
The children are in school, of course; but the schools are 
neglecting some of the most important parts of their education.

There is a St. Ann’s home be- 
cause there was a woman who 
cared. When Mrs. Mary Speck- 
man was nearing the end of her 
days it was her wish to do some- 
thing worth while in memory of 
her father, Henry Speckman, who 
was one of the pioneer founders 
of Chester. 
wish she bequeathed her 14-room 
home on the town’s main thor- 
oughfare, State street, and two 
smaller dwellings adjoining, to the 
Catholic church, to be used as a 
home for the aged of every creed 
and for its maintenance she left 
the substantial remainder of her 
fortune. 

It was Mrs. Speckman’s expec- 
tation that the large residence 
would be a home for perhaps 15 
or 18 aged persons and that the 
smaller houses would accommo- 
date the sisters who would care 
for them. . 

Mrs. Speckman builded better 
than she knew, for her bequest 
was only the beginning for a 
greater plan. By community con- 
tributions $60,000 was added to 
what she had given. The build-

ings that she thought would be 
sufficient were removed and where 
they had stood was erected, at a 
cost of $150,000, in the style of old 
England, the most imposing struc- 
ture in the town, with a capacity 
for 34 persons and a staff to care 
for them. 
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ONSTRUCTION was started in 
(1035 and the home, complete 

in every detail, was dedicated 
Feb. 22, 1937, in charge of the Sis- 
ters Adores and the Most Precious 
Blood. As it stands today, the pride 
of Chester and the admiration of 
all who pass by or stop to visit, the 
ivy-covered structure represents a 
value.of $300,000 and church offi- 
cials who come from Springfield 
and Chicago to inspect it say there 
is nothing else like it in Illinois. 


The beauty of its exterior is 
matched by the completeness of 
the furnishing and equipment and 
the facilities for fullness of living 
on the part of the old men and 
old women who call it home. With 
individual rooms to live in and 
four sun parlors for social min- 


gling, food to suit their tastes, 
coolness in summer and warmth 
in winter and devoted care, there 
is no reason why they would call 
it anything else but home. 


That is why, in the past five 
‘years, there has never been an 
empty bed in the institution, and 
always there is a waiting list of 
50 ta 100 and applications for ad- 
mission being received almost 
every day. Vacancies occur only 
three or four times in a year, 
when a guest dies or has to be 
removed to a hospital. Replace- 
ments are either those who have 
been longest on the waiting list 
or are in the greatest need. 


Of the 34 present guests, 12 are 
Protestants. Six are above the 
age 90. The eldest, 98, has been 
there since the Home was opened. 
Three others are classified as 
charter members. Eleven are 
above the age of 80, 16 are in the 
80s, and only one is younger than 
70. There are only six men and 
that is a matter of regret to Moth- 
er Evangeline, who feels that as a 
rule aged men are more helpless 
than aged women, but it has just 
happened that way, with other 


considerations outweighing in the 
admission of guests. 

No short term guests are ad- 
mitted. It is the expectation, 
when a guest is received, that the 
stay is to be as long as life lasts 
unless a necessity arises for re- 
moval to a hospital. 


When the Home was opened the 
charges were $25 and $30 a month, 
but rising costs have compelled 
advances to $45 to $60 for single 
rooms and $40 per person in cases 
where, because of preference or 
necessity, there-is a double occu- 
pancy, Mostly the preference is 
for single rooms, which come to 
bear the individual impress and 
is in a special sense the home of 
the occupant. Mother Evangeline 
has noted with satisfaction that 
although the guests like to as- 
semble in the sun rooms, they do 
not remain overly long but yield 
to the urge to “go home,” which 
means back to their rooms, 


The home atmosphere of the 


rooms is enhanced by getting 
away from a standardized pattern 
in furnishing and supplying indi- 


* 


different from the rest. By way 
of brightening them the curtains 


meals, so at St. Ann’s Home every 
effort is made to supply the food 
that each guest desires, including 
a variety of breakfast cereals and 
beverages. 

In the dining room guests are 
seated four at a table and they 
have the privilege of ordering 
their food as they would at a 
hotel or restaurant. It is the rule 
of the Home that all guests must 
dress for meals by changing or at 
least, tidying themselves. This, 
says Mother Evangeline, is meant 
to keep up morale and it succeeds 
remarkably. 

Most of the guests are from Ili- 
nois and 15 were former residents 
of Chester. Some continue to 
have outside interests. Notable 
among these is Don E. Detrich, 
who at the age of 90 still keeps 
up his law practice. 

Guests are encouraged to keep 
alive their special interests and 
pursue their hobbies. A woman, 
91 years old, wanting to have a 
part in a proposed hospital, tells 
visitors she is accepting penny 
donations and is proud and happy 
because she has collected more 
than 500 pennies. 


It is by such privileges and en- 


couragements that the survival of 
individuality is assured and that 
is why life's twilight is pleasant 
for the old folks who have found

TOO MUCH “TOO”? 


MATTER of usage turns up 
A ceeuiarty in my mail; and 

today is as good a day as any 
to examine it. This comment 
from Mrs. A. D. M., of Beards- 
town, III., is typical: ä 

“A learned man on the North- 
western Reviewing Stand stated, 
before discussing a certain subject, 
that he did not ‘know too much 
about it.’ I hear this misuse of 
‘too’ many times every day.” 

Other readers object to such 
expressions as, “I am not feeling 
too well; he’ll be back before too 
long a time; I’m only too glad to 
do it; she isn’t too happy about it.” 

This usage of “too” is relatively 
new, and it has a queer sound to 
those of us who are “not too 
young.” But the usage is a firmly 
established idiom among Ameri- 
cans who are “not too old.” 

Merriam Webster’s labels it 
“colloquial”—informal or conver- 
sational. (Note: “Colloquial” does 
not indicate or imply incorrect- 
ness. “Colloquial” is quite proper 
usage, but it seldoms occurs in 
very formal speech or writing.) 

In the above-quoted expressions, 
“too” is a sort of intensive, mean- 
ing “very; extremely; rather; 
greatly.“ He who says, I'm not 
feeling too well” means “I am not 
feeling very well,” etc. 

It isn’t a question of grammar, 
for such a sentence is grammati- 
cally without reproach. It is 
merely a question of what “too” 
actually means. So, let’s turn to 
the American College Dictionary 
(Random House) for the four 
definitions listed: 

2. To an excessive extent or de- 
gree; beyond what is desirable, 
fitting, or right; as, too long. 

3. More (as specified) than 
should be; as, You gave me $200 
too much. 

4. Extremely: as, only too giad 
to help you. 

Should “loan” be used as a verb; 
as “money to loan; the bank 
loaned me $500?” 

Strictly speaking, the verb is 
lend, and the past tense and par- 
ticiple is lent, as: money to lend; 
the bank lent me $500. 

However, in American usage, 
loan serves as both noun and 
verb, and such usage is now sanc- 

oned by the accepted authorities. 

ou go to the bank for a loan. 
The bank loans you the money, 
etc, But many persons, including 
me, still prefer lend, lent, and 
lending.

Corn Pones

Now, apparently with the 
thought that only a double heart 
finesse (with the queen and jack 
lying in West’s hand) could save 
the day, South led a heart toward 
dummy and put in the ten-spot. 
Obviously, this plan had .no strik- 
ing success, and the slam was lost. 


If South had taken the slight 
trouble to notice that West had 
started with seven diamonds and 
three spades, he would have re- 
alized that there was virtually no 
hope of finding the queen and 
jack of hearts in the West hand. 


There was far more chance that 
of West’s three unknown cards, at 
least two were clubs, because o: 
the comparatively few clubs in 
the North-South hands. Thus, the 
chance to avoid the loss of a heart 
trick by straight leads was almost 
nil. This is the way South should 
have played the hand: ; 


After ruffing the third diamond 
and drawing trumps, South should 
cash one more trump, blanking 
the A-K of hearts in dummy and 
keeping all four clubs. East, forced 
to hold three hearts, would have 
to come down to three clubs. New 
declarer could cash the club ace, 
ruff a club, return to the heart 
king and ruff away East’s last 
club stopper, thus providing a 
discard for himself on dummy’s 
fourth club. 


If East had previously discarded 
three hearts and kept four clubs, 
declarer could simply cash both 
heart honors and produce his own
